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How Did We Get Where We Are? 


The United States today is in a position of 
great and terrible danger. We are in danger 
of military annihilation. We have lost all of 
our allies except Great Britain, and we may 
well lose Britain too. We will not survive the 
present crisis unless we come to understand 
how we got where we are. There is really no 
great mystery about the matter. We did not 
arrive at our present predicament suddenly. 
Al the time, there have been unheeded voices 
warning against the direction in which we 
were heading. The facts of our situation have 
been known tọ sophisticates around the world 
for forty years. Those who know include the 
men who run the affairs of all really ad- 


vanced and civilized nations. The American. 


- public knows least of all, because our mass 





media for a long time have concealed the 
realities from us. 

- Two principal forces have driven us to our 
present position of near disaster. These two 
forces are Zionism and Marxism. The wider 
‘American public really knows very little 
about either of these two forces. We have 
lived in an atmosphere of carefully-created 
falsity for so long that the sense of reality has 
disappeared. It is almost impossible to dis- 
cuss either Zionism or Marxism in a really in- 
telligent manner in America today. Here we 
have no simple proposition where one side is 
“RIGHT” and the other side “WRONG.” We 
do not even have, generally available, any ac- 
curate information about either Zionism or 
Marxism. The American public has been so 
well trained to accept myth in lieu of reality 
that it is almost a waste of time to attempt 
to drag reality into the public view. Our 
poisoned mass media have labored so hard, 
not to inform us but to manage us, that we 
are a thoroughly brainwashed nation. 

Let us first consider Marxism. Marxism is 
not new. It has been around for a hundred 
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years. It is a hoary old fraud which should 
have been disposed of efficiently at least forty 
years ago. Yet it is still around, still generat- 
ing preposterous myths which ought to be 
laughed to scorn, but which, instead, are 
widely believed. At the time of the October 
Revolution in Russia, we were told some won- 
-derful tales. We were told that the workers 
and peasants of Russia, tiring of the old Czar- 
ist regime, had revolted and had set up a kind 
of organization called “Soviets.” They had 
read Karl Marx’s Das Kapital, and had been 
converted to his ideas, and were now proceed- 
ing to set up a Workers’ State. Anyone who 
knows anything about real working men or 
peasants should know immediately that this 
is a highly fanciful tale. Working men do not 
set up “Soviets.” Working men do not read 
books like DAS KAPITAL. In fact, workers 
and peasants had absolutely nothing whatso- 
ever to do with the October Revolution. The 
professional revolutionists who brought it off 
feared the workers and peasants more than 
any other element of the population. Work- 
ers and peasants are generally very conserva- 
tive, and the revolutionists especially feared a 
resurgence of patriotism among the common 
people of Russia. 

There is no such thing as “Proletarian Rev- 
olution.” There has never been any such 
thing. A man who sets out to establish him-

General Nathan F. Twining, one of our na- 
tion’s most distinguished military leaders 
(now retired), has sounded a stunning warn- 
ing to the people of America.

(1) “An anti-nuclear clique of moralists, 
pacifists and academic dreamers associated at 
influential levels with the State and Defense 
Departments and the White House. (They 
have) been a major force in the retardaticn 
of our weapons technology and in the weak- 
ening of our deterrent.” 

(2) Soviet propagandists effectively circu- 
lating the idea in America that Soviet Russia 
will be a good neighbor if the United States 
will but disarm, 

(3) “The rigid application of Secretary of 
Defense Robert McNamara’s ‘cost-effective- 
ness’ theory to defense planning.”

General Twining tells how a member of the 
anti-nuclear clique, Dr. Jerome Wiesner, 
White House advisor on nuclear matters, in- 
fluenced President Kennedy to turn down a 
request by prominent “nuclear and military 
professionals” for a research project in the 
high-yield nuclear-weapons field. Dr. Wiesner 
and his MIT colleagué, Dr. Walt Rostow, 
have continued through the years to be two of 
the greatest influences in the White House 


and the State and Defense Departments.
